ORDINANCE 


To prouide for preventive detention tn order to check certain activities such as 
naxalite activities and other activities of like nature and for matters inctdentol 
thereto. 

1. Short title, extent and oonuuencement. —(1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Orissa Preventive Detention Ordinance, 1969. 


(2) It shall extend to the whole of the Union territory of Manipur. 

(31 It shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 1070- 

(4) It shah, remain In force so long as the Orissa Preventive Detention 
Ordinance, 1969, is in force in the State of Orissa. 

2. Deflnlttons- —In this Ordinance— 

(a) "Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union territory of 

Manipur; 

(b) "detention order” means an order made under section 3. 

3 . Power to make orders detalalng certeln persona. —(1) The Administrator 
may, if satisfied with respect to any person that with a view to preventing him 
from acting in any manner prejudicial to the maintenance of public order it Is 
necessary so to do, make an order directing that such person be detained. 

(2) Any of the following officers, namely— 


(a) District Magistrates, or 

(b) Additional District Magistrates specially empowered in this behalf by 

the Administrator, 

may if satisfied as provided In sub-section (1), exercise the power conferred by 
the^sald sub-section- 


When any order is made under this section by an officer mentioned in sub- 
(Z) he shall forthwith report the fact to the Administrator together witii 
thf^oS on wffich throrder U been made and such other particulars as in 
his ^inlOT have a bearing on the matter, and no such order shaU remain in force 
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for mere than twelve days alter the making thereof unless in the meantime It has 
been approved by the Administrator. 

4. Execution of dotenttoo orders—A detention order may be executed at any 
place In India in the manner provided for the execution of warrants of arrest 
under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1808. (6 of 1898). 

5 . Power to regulate place and conditions of detention.—Every person in res¬ 
pect of whom a detention order has been made shall be liable- 

fa) to be detained in such p],ace and under such conditions, including con¬ 
ditions as to maintenance, dlsclplino and punishment for breaches of 
discipline, as the Administrator may, by general or special orders, 
specify: and 

(bj to be removed from one place of detention to another place of detention, 
within the Union territory of Manipur by order of the Admlrdstrator- 

6 . Powers in relation to absconding persons.—(1) If the Admlnlatrator or an 
officer specified in sub-section (2) of section 6, as the case may be, has reason to 
believe that a person in respect of whom a detention order has been made has 
abscond^ or is concealing himself so that the order cannot be executed, the Ad¬ 
ministrator or such officer may— 

(a) make a report in writing of the fact to a Magistrate of the first class 

having jurisdiction In the place where the said person ordinarily re¬ 
sides; and thereupon the provisions of sections 87, 88 and 89 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, (5 of 1898), shall apply in respect 
of the said person and hie property as If the order directing that he 
be detained were a warrant issued by the Magistrate; or 

(b) by order notified in the Gazette direct the said person to appear 

before such officer, at such place and within such period bb may be 
specified in the order: and it the said person falls to comply with 
such direction he shall, unless he proves ffiat it was not possible for 
him to comply therewith and that he had, wit^n the period specified 
in the order. Informed the officer mentioned in the order of the 
reason which rendered compliance therewith impossible and of his 
whereabouts, be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to one year or with fine or with both. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898, (5 of 1898), every offence under clause (b) of sub-section (i) shall be 
cognizable. 

7. Grounds of order of detention to be disclosed to persons affected by the 
order.—(i) when a person Is detained In pursuance of a detention order, the 
authority making the order shall, as soon as may be, but not later than five days 
from the date of detention, communicate to him the grounds on which the order 
has been made, and shall afford him the earliest opportunity of making a re¬ 
presentation against the order to the Administrator- 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (1) shall require the authority to disclose facts 
which It considers to be against the public interest to disclose. 

8. Constitution of Advisory Boards.— ( 1 ) The Administrator shall, whenever 
nece.s.sary, constitute one or more Advisory Boards for the purposes of this 
Ordinance. 

(2) Every such Board shall consist of three persons who are, or have been or 
are qualifled to be appointed as, Judges of a High Court, and such persons shall 
be appointed by the Administrator. 

(-3) The Administrator shall appoint one of the membeca of the Advisory Board 
who Is or has been a Judge of a High Court to be its Chairman. 

y Reference to Advisory Boards.—^In every case where a detention order has 
been made under this Ordinance, the Administrator shall, within thirty days 
from the date of detention under the order, place before the Advisory Board the 
grounds on which the order has been made and the representation, If any, made 
by the person affected by the order, and in case where the order has been made 
by an officer, also the report furnished by such officer under sub-section (3) of 
section 3. 
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10. Procedure of Advisory Boards.—(1) The Advisory Board shall after con¬ 
sidering the materials placed ibefore it and, after calling for such further Infor¬ 
mation as it may deem necessary from the Administrator or from any perstm 
called for the purpose through the Administrator or from the person concerned, 
and if in any particular case it considers It essential so to do or if the person 
concerned desires to be heard, after hearing him in person, submit its report to 
the Administrator within ten_ weeks .'from the date of detention. 

(2) The report of the Advisory Board shaU specify in a separate part thereof 
the opinion of the Advisory Board as to whether or not there la sufficient cause 
for the detention of the person concerned. 

13) When there is a difference of opinion among the members of the Advisory 
Board, the opinion of the majority of such members a shall be deemed to be the 
opinion of the Board. 

(4) Nothing in this section shaU entitle any person against whom a detention 
order has been made to appear by any legal practitioner In any matter connected 
with the reference to the Advisory Board, and the proceedings of the Advisory 
Board and its report, excepting that part of the report In which the opinion of the 
Advisory Board is speclfled, shall be confidential. 

11- Action ujMm the reRort of Advisory Board and the maxintum period of 
detentton.—(1) In any case where the Advisory Board has reported that there is 
In Its opinion sufficient cause for the detention of a person, the Administrator 
may confirm the detention order and continue the detention of the i>erson con¬ 
cerned for such period, not being beyond a period of twelve months from the 
date of detention, as he thinks fit. 

(2) In any case where the Advisory Board has reported that there Ig In its 
opinion no sufficient cause for the detention of the person concerned, the Ad¬ 
ministrator shall revoke the detention order and cause the person to be released 
forthwith, 

12. (1) A detention order may, at any time, be revoked or modiffed— 

(I) where such order has been made by the Administrator, by the Admlnis- 


(II) where such order has been made by an officer mentioned in aub-sectlon 
(2) of section 3, by such officer or the Administrator. 

(2) The revocation or expiry of a detention order shall not bar the making 
of a fresh detention order under section 3 against the same person in any case 
where fresh facts have arisen after the date of revocation or expiry on which 
the Administrator or an officer, as the case may be, is satisfied that such an 
order should be made: 


Provided that any person who is in detention under the Preventive Detention 
Act, 1930 <4 of 1960), on the date of expiry of the said Act may be detained for a 
further period if the authority under whose order he was so detained Is satisfied 
that such further detention Is necessary to prevent him from acting In any manner 
prejudicial to the maintenance of public order on all or any of the grounds on 
which he was so detained and thereupon all the provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply in the same manner and to the same extent as they apply In the case of 
detention orders made under section 3. 


13. Temporary reieaae of persona detained.—•(!) The Administrator may at any 
time direct that any person detained In pursuance of a detention order may be 
released for any specified period either without conditions or upon such conditions 
specified In the direction as that person accepts, and may at any time cancel his 
release. 


(2) In directing the release pf any person under sub-section (1), the Adminis¬ 
trator may require him to enter into a bond with or without sureties for the due 
observance of the conditions specified in the direction. 

(3) Anv person released under sub-section, (1) shaU surrender himself at the 
time and place, and to the authority, speclfled in the order directing his release 
or cancelling his release, as the case may be. 

(4) If any person falls without Sufficient cause to surrender himself in the 
manner speclLd in sub-section (3), he shaU be punlshablejjdth imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to two years or with fine or with both. 
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(5) If any person released under sub-section (1) fails to fulfil any of the 
conditions Imposed upon him under the said sub-section or In the bond entered 
into by him, the bond shall be declared to be forfeited and any person bound 
thereby shall be liable to the penalty thereof. 

14. Protection of action taken under the Ordinance.—No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything in good faith 
done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Ordinance-

Older shall, us soon as may be, but not later than five days from the date of detention, 
communicate to him the giounds on which the order has been made, and shall ullord 
him the earliest opportunity of making a representation against the order to the Adminis¬ 
trator. 

(2) Nothing in sub-section flj shall require the authority to disclose facts which jt 
considers to be against the public interest to disclose. 

8. Constitution of Advlsop' Boards.—(1) The Administrator shall, whenever necessary, 
constitute one or more Advisory Boards for the purposes of this Ordinance. 

(2) Every such Board shall consist of three persons who are, or have been, or are 
qualified to be appointed as. Judges of a High Court, and such persons shall be appointed 
by the Administrator. 

{3) The Administrator shall appoint onfe of the members of the Advisory Board 
who IS or has been a Judge of a High Court to be its Chairman.

him in person, submit its report to the Administrator within ten weeks from the date of 
detention. 

(,2) The report of ihe Advisory Board shall specify in a separate part thereof the 
opinion of the Advisory Board as to whether or not there is sufficient cause for tbe 
detention of the person concerned. 

(3) When there is a difference of opinion among the memebers of the Advisory Board 
the opinion of the majority of such members shall be deemed to be tbe opinion of the 
Board. 

(4j Nothing in this section shall entitle any person against whom a detention order 
has been made to appear by any legal practitioner in any matter connected with the 
reference to the Advisory Board, and the proceedings of the Advisory Board and its 
report, excepting that part of the report in which the opinion of the Advisory Board 
is specified, shall be confidential. 

11. ActloP upon the report of Advisoiy Board and the maximum period of detention.— 

(t) In any case wlicrc the Advisory Board has reported that there is in its opiuion 

sufficient cause for the detention of a person, the Administrator may confirm the deten¬ 

tion order and continue the detention of the person concerned for such period, not being 
beyond a period of twelve months from the date of detention, as he thinks fit, 

t2) In any case where the Advisory Board has reported that there is in its opinion 
no sufficient cause for the detention of the person concerned, the Administrator shall 
revoke the detention order and cause the person to be released forthwith. 

12. (1) A detention order may, at any time, be revoked or modified— 

ti) Where such order has been made by the Administrator, by the Administrator; 

(ii) where such order has been made by an officer mentioned in sub-section (2) of 
section 3, by such officer or the Administrator. 

(2J The revocation or expiry of a detention order shall not bar the making of a

13. Temporary release of persons detalnedL—(1) The Administrator may at any time 
duect that any person detained jn pursuance of a detention order may be released for any 
specified period either without conditions or upon such conditions specified in the direc¬ 
tion as that person accepts, and may at any time cancel his release. 

(2> In directing the release of any person under sub-section (1), the Administrator 
may require him to enter into a bond with or without sureties for the due observance of 
the conditions specified in the direction. 

(3) Any person released under sub-section (1) shall surrender himself at the time and 
place, and to the authority, specified in the order directing his release or cancelling his 
release, as the case may be. 

(4) If any person fails without sufficient cause to surrender himself in the manner 
specified in sub-section (3), he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to two years or with fine or with both. 

(5) if any person released under sub-section (1) fails to fulfil any of the conditions 
imposed upon him under the said sub-section or in the bond entered into by him, the 
bond shall be declared to be forfeited and any person bound thereby shall be liable to 
the penalty thereof. 

14. Protectloa of nctlon taken under (he Ordinance.—No suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against any person for anything in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuance of this Ordinance.
